Owing to the long continued drought of last summer, 
crops of some varieties of peas are somewhat scarce. If, when 
ordering, customers would kindly give permission to substitute 
any varieties that may be out of stock, we should esteem it a 
favour. 



CLIBRANS’ GARDEN PEAS. 

( Pi su m sativum ). 

Any good, well drained, deeply worked soil is suitable for peas. Farm- 
yard manure should, as a rule, be given to the previous crop. On 
light soils, 2ozs. of Clibrans’ Potash Manure to the square yard should 
be applied some days before the peas are sown ; in every case the soil 
should receive a top dressing of Clibrans’ Phosphate Manure, at the 
rate of 3 ozs. to the square yard just after sowing. Keep free from 
weeds and earth up twice during growth. For an early crop sow the 
earliest varieties in January. F,arly and second early varieties sow 
in February , and the main crops in succession from March until the 
end of May.

HINTS ON FORMING A LAWN, — The best way to make a 
Lawn is by sowing seed. By this means a perfectly level plot may be 
secured. If the soil is free from weeds, and perfectly clean seed is 
used, the result is better, and the cost less, than if turf is laid. The 
ground should be well trenched, and if very poor a supply of manure 
worked in. Bevel and roll with a heavy roller, raking over between 
each rolling to ensure an even surface. Sow from the beginning of 
April, but not later than September. 1 lb. will sow about 20 square 
yards. The seed should be lightly raked into the ground, and after- 
wards rolled.
